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Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women  President’s  Report  2008 

This  is  the  day  which  the  Lord  hath  Made; 

we  will  rejoice  and  be  glad  in  it.  (Psalms  1 18:24) 

...they  that  wait  upon  the  Lord  shall  renew  their  strength; 

they  shall  mount  up  with  wings  as  eagles...  (Isaiah  40:31) 

We  have  gathered  here  for  our  35th  Annual  Meeting.  It  is  my  joy  to  welcome  you  as  the 
President  of  Louisiana  conference  United  Methodist  Women.  As  I look  back  over  my  time  to 
be  honored  with  the  privilege  of  serving  in  this  office,  there  were  highlights  of  celebration  for 
us. 

My  installation  was  at  Pineville  United  Methodist  Church  during  the  32nd  Annual 
Meeting  which  was  supposed  to  be  held  in  Monroe.  Katrina  and  Rita  changed  all  of  that.  With 
administrative  skills,  Conference  President  Lueburda  Myers  and  Monroe  District  President 
Sandy  De  Celle  quickly  saw  the  need  to  change  the  place  of  meeting  to  a more  central  location. 
As  the  Pineville  UMW  has  so  often  done,  they  graciously  hosted  this  meeting.  A cause  of 
celebration  was  the  attendance  by  so  many  even  with  unbelievable  hardships  after  the  great  dis- 
asters. Lake  Charles  District  President  Taylor  Phillips  described  to  us  the  multiple  problems  of 
repairing  the  damage  to  her  home.  We  remember  Fannie  Reddix  as  New  Orleans  District  Presi- 
dent who  was  justly  proud  of  her  United  Methodist  Women  who  attended.  Her  face  shown 
“with  a glory  on”  when  she  announced  in  her  report  that  New  Orleans  had  met  their  pledge! 
Hurricanes  Katrina  and  Rita  had  killed,  wounded  and  devastated  areas  all  along  the  Gulf  Coast 
Region.  Thousands  lost  homes,  and  families;  lives  were  changed  forever.  Our  response  as 
United  Methodist  Women  was  immediate.  Home  were  opened.  Churches  were  opened.  Loca- 
tion with  food,  shelter,  and  clothing  were  announced.  Most  importantly,  our  faith  shone  as  a 
light  of  hope  to  all.  We  were  transformed  and  were  transforming  others  as  we  witnessed  by  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  our  belief  that  nothing  will  be  impossible  with  God”. 

After  being  installed  as  an  officer,  I attended  the  Leadership  Training  Event  in  St.  Louis. 
There,  after  informative  and  inspirational  meetings,  we  had  another  cause  for  celebration.  We 
Louisiana  attendees  were  humbly  grateful  when  Jan  Love  announced  that  the  Women’s  Divi- 
sion had  voted  to  present  the  money  taken  as  collection  at  this  event  to  the  Louisiana  Confer- 
ence. We  were  being  “lifted  up  on  eagle’s  wings”! 

In  January  of  2006, 1 started  my  presidential  assignments.  On  the  14th  we  met  at  Horse- 
shoe UMC  in  Alexandria  for  our  Program  Committee  Meeting.  That  was  my  first  opportunity 
to  observe  the  awesome  ability  of  our  Vice-President,  Edna  Hickman  as  she  presided  as  the 
Chair  of  the  Program  Committee.  On  the  22nd,  I was  speaker  for  UMW  Sunday  at  Hope  UMC 
in  Monroe.  I was  rewarded  by  participation  in  another  ceremony  that  day.  My  dear  friend  Lou 
Medlock  was  being  honored  by  the  UMW  for  her  active  church  life  in  many  areas  of  the 
church.  Her  husband.  Dr.  William  A.  Medlock,  was  also  honored  by  the  UMM  for  his  many 
contributions  in  mission  with  the  church. 
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On  the  28th,  I presided  at  the  Mid-Year  Executive  Committee  Meeting  at  the  Wesley  Center. 

These  celebration  are  so  many.  Each  is  so  glorious,  but  I must  not  list  them  all  or  our  Lake 
Charles  group  will  be  publishing  a book!  In  Ruston,  on  March  7th,  our  Board  meeting  at  the 
Children’s  Home  was  full  of  joy  and  hope.  On  March  18th,  at  the  Wesley  Center,  I had  two 
presidential  assignments.  At  9 a.m.,  our  Finance,  Nominations  and  Membership  Committees 
met;  at  2 p.m.,  I represented  LA  UMW  at  the  Board  of  Laity  Meeting.  This  pattern  of  meetings 
was  used  for  all  three  years. 

Our  Schools  of  Christian  Mission  are  a blessing.  We  grow  spiritually.  Our  study  lead- 
ers strengthen  our  witnessing  with  knowledge  about  he  Bible,  other  places  and  other  people. 
We  gain  wisdom  as  we  learn  that  we  are  more  alike  than  different.  This  guides  us  on  a pathway 
to  peace.

President  Pat  Cobb.  This  theme  ignited  the  Baton  Rouge  District  with  such  enthusiasm  that 
they  used  it  in  their  theme  for  Annual  Meeting  2007.  They  added  to  it  and  became  GO  FOR- 
WARD RESURRECTION  WOMEN.  The  theme  for  Annual  Meeting  2008  LIVE  SIMPLY 
TO  RESSURECT  THE  EARTH  will  guide  our  thinking  today.  We  are  excited  to  have  Har- 
riet Jane  Olson,  Deputy  General  Secretary  of  Women’s  Division,  as  out  speaker. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  each  of  you  United  Methodist  Women.  Thank  you 
for  the  honor  and  privilege  of  serving  as  President  of  the  LA  Conference  of  United  Methodist 
Women.  We  have  the  most  outstanding  team  of  dedicated  leadership  in  all  of  Methodism. 
Vice  President  Edna  Hickman  is  one  of  our  hardest  workers.  She  was  right  there  to  participate 
in  whatever  task  was  needed.  Joy  is  one  of  her  VIRTUES.  Her  love  and  laughter  ring  out  with 
Good  News  joy!  There  are  superlatives  for  each  member  here  today.  May  god  continue  to 
bless  all  of  you  with  His  guidance  and  grace.  Each  of  you  has  special  gifts;  thank  you  for  using 
them  to  keep  our  PURPOSE  as  we  work  to  meet  our  GOALS  as  United  Methodist  Women.

I am  grateful  for  the  opportunity  to  serve  as  the  UMW  Conference  Social  Action  Coordinator.  I 
have  had  the  privilege  to  communicate  with  the  UMW  District  Social  Action  Coordinators,  and  I 
commend  them  on  their  many  efforts  and  on  their  service  of  our  Lord. 

The  mission  area  of  SOCIAL  ACTION  is  focused  on  improving  the  social,  economic,  environ- 
mental and/or  political  conditions  that  affect  women  and  children. 

Each  Social  Action  Coordinator  in  the  local  church  provides  leadership  by  addressing  one  or  more 
social  action  conditions  (as  above).  By  doing  so,  the  unit  is  eligible  to  receive  the  “EXEMPLARY 
SERVICE  AWARD  IN  SOCIAL  ACTION”.  Examples  of  activities  that  qualify  as  social  action 
activities  are: 

Study  groups  on  world  peace;  advocating  for  the  “No  Child  Left  Behind”  moral  concerns;  services 
to  the  poor  and  needy  in  your  community;  improving  the  conditions  for  disadvantaged  children  and/ 
or  women;  promoting  women  to  positions  of  leadership  in  the  church  and  community;  helping  with 
environmental  concerns. 

Of  the  four  Social  Action  areas:  (1)  social,  (2)  economic,  (3)  environmental  and  (4)  political,  the 
first  area  has  been  highlighted  for  an  additional  certificate.  In  the  first  area,  a focus  on  ‘racial  har- 
mony and  action’  will  earn  for  the  unit  the  certificate  of ’’Charter  School  for  Racial  Justice  Recogni- 
tion Certificate”.  To  receive  this  certificate,  each  local  unit  must  satisfy  the  criteria  as  specified  on 
the  form. 

My  role  is  to  assist  you  in  understanding  the  responsibilities  of  your  role.  If  you  ever  need  assis- 
tance, please  do  not  hesitate  to  call  on  me  at  504-450-9419  or  bfergusofeuno.edu. 

To  better  understand  my  role,  I attend  many  meetings  and  conferences.  This  year  I served  on  the 
planning  team  for  the  Gulf  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission.  I am  assisting  the  Planning  Team 
in  their  efforts  to  have  the  event  in  New  Orleans  next  year,  at  the  Dillard  University.  While  in 
Wichita  at  the  West  Gulf  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission,  I attended  the  Israel  and  Palestine 
study,  which  was  excellent.

Many  thanks  to  our  immediate  past  Coordinator  of  Communications,  Mary 
Quinones  who  traveled  from  her  new  home  in  Texas  after  hurricane  Katrina  to  our 
2007  DELT  event  and  combined  that  trip  to  review  with  me  the  specifics  of  the 
Communications  officer  processes  and  responsibilities.  Through  her  foresight  and 
hard  work,  the  foundation  was  laid  for  use  of  our  conference  newspaper  as  a me- 
dium for  highlighting  our  activities  and  spreading  our  news.  Special  thanks  also 
are  extended  to  Betty  Backstrom,  Editor  of  our  LA  Now  newspaper  and  to  Sally 
Davidson,  Communications  Assistant  for  the  Louisiana  Conference  UM  Church. 

We  appreciate  the  enthusiasm  that  you,  the  reporters,  have  had  in  submit- 
ting information  for  our  conference  newsletter.  Even  though  there  are  sometimes 
delays  with  the  inclusion  of  news  from  the  districts  because  of  limited  space  during 
our  highlighted  conference  and  jurisdiction  events.  Please  don't  be  discouraged 
and  continue  to  send  news  of  what  you  are  doing. ..It's  Our  Mission.

November  Newsletter  - Articles/News  due  October  8’^'^ 

Our  next  UMW  insert  will  be  in  the  LA  Now  dated  November  21,  2008. 

2.  The  plan  is  for  our  section  of  the  paper  to  be  an  insert  so  that  it  can  be  a "lift- 
out"  section  for  easy  distribution. 

3.  Cost/charges  have  remained  @ $1, 500/issue  ($375/page);  $6,000/year 

4.  Contact  with  the  Communications  Office  for  the  Louisiana  Conference  UMC  in- 
forms us  that  the  LA  Now  has  a mailing  of  4,630+  and  with  recent  increases  is  dis- 
tribution sites,  there  is  an  estimated  total  of  5,700  copies  distributed. 

New  /additional  distribution  sites  are: 

Disaster  Response  Centers-500  copies  each.  These  sites  include  New 
Orleans,  Dulac,  Abbeville,  and  Lake  Charles. 

Just  added  is  another  500  copies  to  churches. 

An  additional  site  is  the  Wesley  Center. 

All  pastors  and  D.S.'s,  active  & retired,  get  copies  as  do  surviving 
spouses. 
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Communications  Coordinator  Report,  cont’d 


Currently  the  UMW  mailing  list  consists  of  759  persons.  Sally  monitors 
these  lists  for  duplications  between  the  UMW  listing  and  the  Louisiana  conference 
office  listing.  Duplications  are  eliminated  this  way. 

The  readership  with  UMW  can  be  increased  by  offering  a separate  mailing 
list  specific  for  UMW.  Per  info  from  the  communications  assistant,  this  would  be 
a mailing  of  the  specific  four  issues  which  include  UMW  news.  The  cost  would  be 
approximately  $1.00/person.  If  you  know  of  someone  who  would  be  appropriate 
for  such  a mailing,  please  let  us  know. 

A subscription  Drive  was  done  early  this  year  and  was  quite  successful.  Sub- 
scription charges  are  $20/year  and  $30/2  year  subscription,  (subscription  form  is 
attached) 

Our  most  recent  issue  was  dated  July  25^*^.  This  date  was  an  earlier  date 
for  us  than  last  year's  paper  which  was  published  in  August.  This  July  issue  was 
implemented  in  an  effort  to  get  as  much  of  our  voting  info  out  in  a timely  manner. 
We  will  schedule  the  due  dates  for  2009  very  near  in  the  future  and  will  request  an 
early  publish  date  in  August  which  will  contain  as  much  info  as  possible  that  will 
be  in  need  of  votes  by  delegates  at  our  Annual  Meeting. 

There  is  a clear-cut  need  for  good  use  of  our  district  newsletters  and  our 
conference  web  site.  All  newsletters  will  not  be  able  to  cover  all  issues.  Our  dis- 
trict newsletters  and  our  web  site  will  be  able  to  help  pick  up  those  news  events 
that  occur  or  are  completed  in  between  our  LA  Now  publication  dates.  I espe- 
cially see  the  value  of  the  website  for  our  various  forms  & applications  which  would 
take  up  a lot  of  room  in  our  printed  issues.  We  salute  our  district  and  local  com- 
munication coordinators  and  plan  to  work  closely  with  them  throughout  the  year. 

The  next  due  date  for  news/articles  is  October  8,  2008.
